X  a  recent  issueof  the  Montclair  Times 
•'t  re  appeared  an  article  in  which  the 
wr  ter  said,  in  reference  to  Bloomfield. 

is  gratifying  to  notice  frequent  ovi- 
d-  :ice  of  a  new  spirit  awakened  in  every 
part  of  fhisflne  old  village.” 

ne  of  the  evidences  of  this  new  spirit 
ie  lively  interest  taken  in  the  efTort 
the  part  of  its  citizens  to  provide 
i  us  fpr  protection  against  fire, 
me  months  since,  just  after  tire  fire 
•h  destroyed  N.  Harvey  Dodd’s  shop 
the  adjacent  dwellings,  an  effort  was 
e  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the  citi- 
*  of  Bloomfield  in  regard  to  this  ques- 
tk.ii,  but  the  time  for  action  evidently 
hu.l  not  yet  arrived,  other  fires  being 
n .-.led  to  awaken  the  people  to  a  lively 
ii-qa  of  their  necessities. 

Then  came  the  fire  which  destroyed

generally  as  ’to  the  advisability  ot  pro¬ 
curing  a  large  chemical  engine  also.
